Tariff Bill in the Houses 


Wasnincton, February 5.—[Special.J— 
When General Harrison enters the white 
house on the afternoon of the 4th of March, 
he will find written over the door the word 
failure. Tdis has already been made evident 
by the difficulty he bas expggienced in making 
up his cabinet. There is no deubt of Allison's 
refusal being due to the appointment of Mr. 
Blaine. He was advised by ali his colleagues, 
with two exceptions, to keep out 
of a cabinet that contained Mr. 
Blaine. and it is not believed that any 
member of the senate would go into Harrison’s 
cabinet with the Maine nan. He knows the 
feeling among the senators against Mr. Blaine, 
and this is due to the fact that he has decided 
not to offer any cabinet portfolio to a member 
of either house of congress. ‘The senators feel 
that General Harrison's administration must 
be a failure, that Blaine will eitherran it or 
create a division and discoid inthe cabinet, 
which will result in an open rupture. 
LOOKING ELSEWHERE FOR OFFICERS. 

Tierefore General Hiarrison is hoking out- 
side to make up the balance of his cabinet, and 
is evidently having much trouble in form- 
ingi® John C. New, of Indiana, has been 
spoken of considerably within the past few 
days for the treasury, but his friends hore say 
tiie break between bim and Llaine, resulting 
from Blaine’s statement that he could not get 
justice in Indiana, is too wide for the two men 
to serve in the same cabinet. A republican 
member, who is close te General Harrison, 
said tonight that he believed besides Blaine 
and Wanamaker, who have already accepted, 
the cabinet would contain Wm. Windom, of 
Minnesota, for the treasury; W. H. H. Miller, 
of Indiana, Harrison’s law partner, attorney- 
general, and ex-Governor Charles Foster, of 
Ohio, as postmaster-general. The others he 
thinks uncertain as yet. 

The Ways and Means Comnrnittee, 

The ways and means committee was again 
in session today, but have accomplished noth- 
ing whatever of importance. The democrats 
of the house whofavor the passage of the 
Cowles bill to repeal the tax on manufactured 
tobacco—and they are in the majority—are 
anxious for ademocratic caucus to decide upon 
some policy to be pursue® by the democratic 
party in regard to the tariff, and to instruct the 
ways and means committee what the party 
wants to be done with the senate bill. The 
ways and means committee, however, are 
understood to be 

OPPOSED TO THE CAUCUS, 

fearing that the caucus would instruct them to 
report a compromise measure, and if the sen- 
ate refuses to agree to that measure, for the 
house to accept the internal revenue features 
of the twg bills exclusively. The members of 
the ways and means cemmittee think this 
would be sacrificing a principal and say it is 
undemocratic. The majority of the democrats, 
however, believe this is al] that can be done, 
and therefore it would be 

BEST TO.ACCEPT IT, 
and thereby reduce the revenues about thirty 
tnillions of dollars. The opinion of the ma- 
jority of the democrats was well expressed by 
Mr. Candler today when he said: 

“The ways and means committee should 
report as moderate a bill as the house is will- 
ing to accept. We should send this bill to the 
senate. and if they accept it, all right. If not, 
send it to a conference committee, and agree 
to the best terms we can get, if it only be the 
tobacco schedule and a portion of the free list. 
My idea is toreduce the surplus, and the only 
thing itnow seems We can agree upon is the to- 
bacco tax. Let us accept that and reduce the 
surplus.” 

Major Barnes Talks, 

Major Barnes says the message of the presi- 
dent sent to congress this afternoon, in refer- 
ence to the acquisition of the lands of the 
Creeks in Indian territory, fully sustains the 
position which has always been taken by the 
oponents of the Oklahoma bill. “The bill,” 
he said, “proposes to organize a territory be 
fore the United States government has ac- 
quired atitle to the land which was to consti- 
tute the territory. The opponents of the bill 
have always contended that it is necessary 

FIRST TO ACQUIRE A TITLE 
¢o the land and organize aterritory afterwards. 
The message inforins congress that the govern- 
ment made a conditional treaty with the 
Creeks, by which the government is to acquire 
the title to all the Creek land west of the line 
actually occupied by them. This comprises a 
large body of land in the central portion of 
the proposed territory of Oklahoma. Under 
the treaty with the Creeks in 1866, the govern- 
mént acquired the right to locate on this land 
friendly Indian: and  freedmen—freedmen 
formerly held in slavery by the Creek Indians. 
Under the treaty now submitted to congress it 
acquires this land of the Creeks divested of 
these conditions, and with the right to acquire 
setiliers’ homesteads thereon. There can be 
no objection whatever to this policy. The 
goverument adheres to this policy, and pur- 
sues the same course to the Cherokees, Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws. The government will 
then acquire a good title to-all tbe land of the 
proposed territory of Oklahoma 
WITHOUT ANY BREACH OF ITS FAITH 

with the five civilized tribes of Indians. I 
hope that Mr. Cleveland, or his successor, will 
pursue this policy and thus preserve the na- 
tional faith and honor, and not attempt to 
establish a territorial government in advance 

f the acquisition of the title to the lands,”’ 

Affairs in Arkansas, 

Senator Berry returned from Arkansas to- 
wight. He was in that state whenthe assass- 
ination of John M. Clayton occurred last 
week. Senator Berry ialked quite freely 
about the matter tonight, and said that it was 
a cowardly assassination, and so considered by 
the poeple of Arkansas, and it was without 
excuse. He says the governor offered the 
largest reward permitted by law, and a bill 
has already passed the senate authorizing him 
to increase it 55,000. lie says meetings were 
held all over the state denouncing the murder, 
and that there were many private subscribers 
te the reward offered, making it a large sum. 

THER KLECTION FAIR, 

“So faras the congressional! 
cerned, said Senator Herrv, 
familiar with that district, and am certain 
that Mr. Breckinridge was honestly and fairly 
elected. Any statement to the effect that 
Clayton was killed to prevent’ Breckinridge 
being unseated is false.* A great many, 
ever, believe that the party who stole the bal- 
7ot box killed Clayton through fear of being 
csught and sent to the menitentiary.

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| When I came here in December and met Mr. 
Breckinridge he (knowing that I was thor 
ouuh!y familiar with the district) said that if 
there was any doubt whatever of his fair elec- 
tion he would not have the certificate. IL re- 
lied thathe was fairly and honestly elected. 
fa 1554 his majority was 2,400; in 1856 his ma- 
jority over both the republican and union 
labor candidates was 1,409. There has never 
been, prior to this time, any accusation or sus- 
picion of fraud in congressional! elections in 
this district.”

OKLAHOMA IN THE SENATE. 


The House Bill Taken Up-Appropriationds 
for General Sheridan’s Vi icow, 

Wasuinoton, February 5.—In the senate, 
house bill for the establishment of a territorial 
government in Oklahoma, having been pre- 
sented, Mr. Platt moved its reference to the 
committee on territories aud Mr. Dawes moved 
its reference tothe committee on Indian af- 
fairs. 

The contention between these two commit- 
tees for the possession of the bill was finally 
settled in favor of the committee on territories 
by a vote of 29 to 12; but not without much de- 
bate, participated in by Messrs. Morgan, Coke, 
Platt, Dawes, Biair, Chace, Cockreli, Butler, 
Hoar, Cullom and Vest. 

Myr. West offered a resolution (which was 
agreed to) directing the commissioners of the 
District of Columbiato furnish information 
concerning the exclusion of persons from any 
of the charitabie institutions of the District of 
Columbia on account of race, color, or any 
previous condition of servitude. 

The bill giving right of way and other privi- 
leges to the Hampton and Old Point Railroad 
company was reported and placed on the cal- 
endar. 

MONEY FOR THE GENERAL'S WIDOW. 

Mr. liawley offered an amendment to the 
sundry civil appropriation bili, which was re- 
ferred to the committee on prilitary affairs, for 
the payment to the widow of General Sheri- 
dan of $50,000, ‘in grateful recognition of his 
eminent and extraordinary services to his 
country.”’ . 

The house joint resolution for the payment 
of $590,000 to representatives of the late 
James L. Eads, was taken up and passed. 

The legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
proptiation bill was then taken up—amend- 
ments to the bill were reported from the coin- 
mittee on appropriations were agreed to with- 
out question. They were few and unimportant, 
the oniy noticable one being that increasing 
the salary of the president’s private secretary 
from $3,250 to $5,000. 

A LITTLE CIVIL SERVICE TALK. 

An amendinent offered by Mr. Hawley to in- 
crease the clerical force of the civil service 
commission prevoked discussion on the ques- 
tion of civil service reform. Mr. Hawley, 
having been asked by Mr. Plumb to discuss 
that question, declined to do so further than 
to say that the civil service commission had 
done a vast deal of zood and was to be main- 
tuined, perfected and enlarged. He did not 
admit that the law had been enforced in good 
faith because he knew that there had been la- 
mentable, outrageous evasions of it. It had 
been a blessing to the democratic party for the 
last four years; that there were from 10,000 to 
15,000 oflices placed under the civil service 
rules, and it would be a blessing to the repub- 
lican party if for the next four years that num- 
ber were increased to 15,000 or 20,000. If the 
existing law were not to be maintained it 
should be repealed frankly, but if it were to 
be maintained it should have the necessary 
clerical force. 

THE QUESTION OF OIL TRANSPORTATION. 

The conference report on the bill amenda- 
tory of the interstate commerce law was pre- 
sented and read. 

The conference committee not havingagreed 
on the house amendment in reference to the 
transportation of oil, Mr. Sherman moved to 
concur in that amendment as being in the line 
of interstate commerce law. All that the 
house sought to accomplish by that aménd- 
ment was, he said, to prevent a higher rate 
being charged for oil transported in baarrels 
than for oil transported in tanks of which 
latter mode of transportation the Standard oil 
company hada mecnopoly. The amendment 
seeined to him to be a just and properone, and 
to be in line with the measure which the sena- 
tor from Illinois (Cullom) had fathered and 
earried through successfullv. 

While the discussion was still in progress, 
Mr. Kiddleberger made an effort to have an 
executive session, ‘‘so as to remove the obliga- 
tion of secrecy’’ on the proceedings on the 
British extradition treaty, but a motion to ad- 
journ prevailed at 5:15, neither the conference 
report nor the legislative appropriation bill 
having been disposed of. 
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THE NICARAGUA DITCH. 
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The Right of the Government to Control It 
Discussed. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—Mr. Clardy, of 
Missovri, called up, and the house proceeded 
to the consideration of the conference report 
on the Nicaraguan canal bill. 

Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, thought that the 
house owed it to itself to reject the report. 
After mature consideration the house had put 
upon the senate bill certain amendmerts for 
he protection of the government. The amend- 
ments from which the house conferees had 
receded were those which were peculiarly 
obnoxious to the promoters of thescheme. One 
of them was that which required the printing 
on obligations of the company a proviso declar- 
ing that the government shall not be liable on 
account of the company. Considering the 
question of granting incorporation, Mr. Cobb 
declared that it was not fitting fora great 
government like the United States to put 
power in the hands of a set of men to go abroad 
and 

GET MONEY UNDER FALSE PRETENSES. 

There were millions init to the* incorpora- 
tors, if the enterprise was a success; there 
was to be no loss if it was a failure. He then 
proceeded to argue that congress had no con- 
stitutional authority to erect a private business 
corporation. 

Mr. Rayner, of Maryland, combated Mr. 
Cobb’s arguments, which he said were out of 
date. The constitutionality of such legislation 
as that now proposed had been, he said, af- 
firmed within a year by the supreme court of 
the United States. He sustained the action of 
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the conference committee ‘and advocated the 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, criticised the con- 
ference report in thatit eliminated from the 
bill the amendments which had been adopted 
in the house, upon his motion reserving to the 
government the 

RIGHT TO REGULATE THE RATE 

of tolls to be charged upon the canal. There 
ought to be tn the bill a prevision securing the 
rights of the United States under the Bul wer- 
Clayton treaty. Underthe provisions of the 
bill no such rights were reserved. <A provision 
which had been inserted looking to the control 
of the canal had been stricken out. 

Mr. Russell, of Massachusetts, said nothing 
wasto be feared from the Bulwer-Clayton 
treaty. That treaty had died at the time it 
was made, because its provisions had never 
been executed and never would be. 

Mr. Wilson, of Minnesota, criticised the 
conference committee for striking out the 
clause prohibiting the issue of stock until ten 
per cent shall have been paid in cash.

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A WAR BETWEEN THE RACES IN 
ILLINOIS. ' 
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NEGROES ORDERED TO LEAVE MARION 


A €oiored Boss Fired Upon by a Mob- 
Threats ‘to Burn a Factory Where 
Negroca : ra Employed. 


Manion, Ill., February 5.—What threatesn 
to prove a serious race war has broken out in 
this city. A few weeks ago the firm of F. M. 
Westbrook & Sons, tobacco packers, imported 
a number of colored men to work in their fac- 
tory, claiming that there are no white men 
capable of performing the work of. stemming 
and stripping. This action on the part of the 
company greatly enraged a namber of white 
workmen, and they sent notices to the colored 
men, warning them 

TO LEAVE TOWN WITHIN TEN DAYS, 

or receive summary punishment. Threats 
were also made to burn the factory and homes 
of the imported laborers. But little atfention 
was paid to the threats, and Saturday night a 
lot of men went to the home of Logan Collins, 
a colored boss, and fired five shots into his 
house. Collins procured a revolver and re- 
turned the fire, but no one was hurt on either 
side. . : 

The factory owners say they will not dis- 
charge the new men, and an outbreak is be- 
lieved to be imminent. 
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HAVE REACHED THE IRON SCHEDULE, 


The Ways and Means Committee Studying 
the Tariff Biil. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—-The ways and 
means committee today continued the formal 
reading of the tariff bill and progressed as 
far as the iron schedules, which were under 
discussion when the committee adjourned. 

Notice was given by a member of his inten- 
tion to move to strike out the paragraph re- 
lating to the fortification of wines, but so far 
the amendment has not been voted upon. All 
of the calculations of treasury experts have 
not yet reached the committee, it belng found 
that the senate amendments were of larger 
scope than at first appeared. 

MEMBERS CONSULTING. 

As formal proceedings in committee progress, 
the democratic members are meanwhile con- 
sulting frequently in an effort to agree upon a 
line of policy to be followed in the treatment 
of the bill. 

Another motion entered this morning was 
one made by Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, 
te strike out the séction providing for a bounty 
on sugar. In factearly all of the motiens 
entered s0 far are to gtrike out the senate 
amendments to the original bill, and the neces- 
sity for votes upon them in detail at a later 
stage of the proceedings may be obviated by 
the simple expedient of voting at once to non- 
concur en masse in the senate amendment.

WHO WERE THE FIFTEEN 


That Voted for the British 
Treaty? 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—An effort was 
made by Mr. Riddleberger this afternoon to 
secure an executive session of the senate in 
order to remove the iajunction of secrecy froin 
the vote by which the British extradition 
reaty was rejected last week. Since that vote 
was announced, many of the senators have re- 
ceived numerous letters asking if they were 
among the fifteen who voted for the treaty. 

To these inqairies the senators have been 
compelled to reply that they are not able, un- 
der the rales of the senate, to answer directly, 
but most of them give assurances that it would 
greatly delight them if their constituents could 
be advised of the facts in the case. Thereisa 
general feeling in favor of making the vote 
public, and the refusal of the senate to agree 
to do so today, caused some surprise. It is 
expected, however, that the publication will 
be ordered tomorrow. 


Extradition 
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MORE PUBLIC LANDS, 

The Creeks Consent to Give Up Some of Their 
Territory. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The president 
today transmitted tocongress, forapproval and 
ratification, the provisional agreement lately 
entered into between the government of the 
United States and the Creck nation of Indians, 
through their duly authorized representative, 
and which has been approved by the national 
council of said nation, by which agreement 
the title and interest of said Creek nation of 
Indians in and to all lands in the Indian terri- 
tory or elsewhere, except such as are held and 
occupied as homes of said nation, are ceded to 
the United States. The president says: 

Tam convinced that such ratification will be of 
decided. benetit to the government, and that the 
agreementisentirely free from any suspicion of 
unfairness orinjustice towards the Indians, I de- 
sire to call especial attention to the fact that to 
becoine effective the agreement must be ratified by 
eongress prior to the first of July, 1889. 

A draftofau act of ratification is herewith sub- 
mitted, , 
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WILL LLAINE BACK OUT. 


A Rumor that He will HKefuse the Secretary- 
ship of State. 

INDIANAPOLIS, February 5.—So far as can 
be learned here, Windom for the treasury 
seems to be a fixture. That he has been or 
will be tendered a place is accepted on all 
sides. There is a diversity of opinion as to the 
advisability of such an appointment, but on 
the whole sentiment among republicans here 
seems to favorit. On the other cabinet places 
nothing new has developed, and while it can 
be traced to no certain source, all agree that 
Rusk will be the next secretary of war. There 
was arumor this evening that word had been 
received from Blaine that he would not accept 
the state department, but it could not be ver- 
ified.

New York, February 5.—All the roads 
that ran street cars yesterday are running 
again today, most of them on schedule time, 
and all of them meeting the demands of the 
traftic. Even the Belt line started out boldly 
this morning. At 9 o’clock this line had fifteen 
cars running. The first car on the down town 
end of the line was preceded and followed 
by a : 
PATROL WAGON FILLED WITH POLICE, 
but this precaution was unnecessary, for all 
cars that followed proceeded without moles- 
tation. Very many of the strikers are! apply- 
ing for re-engagement, but some of thé roads, 
notably the Fourth avenue. line, will have 
nothing to do with them. The Ninth avenue 
line was the only line that was idle and it was 
preparing to goto work. A party of men,pre- 
sumably strikers, attacked a car this afternoon 
at Sixty-fifth street and Boulevard and 
began 


PELTING IT WITH STONES. 
Passengers left the car, and the officer in 
charge of it, Thomas.K. Snyder, having been 
hitin the face by one of the stones, he fired 
into the crowd. One of the mob was shot in 
the head, and died on the way to the hospital. 
His name is McGowan. He was a hostler on 
the Belt line road. Ofticer Synder was placed 
under arrest. 

The Fifth avenuo street car line in Brook- 
lyn is running cars. guarded by police today. 
It is expecied that all the Atlantic avenue 
roads will be.in operation in a week. President 
Richardson today refused to hold a confer- 
ence with acommittes of strikers. He said 
he was running 202 cars today on two lines of 
his road, and would make an effort tomorrow 
to put the whole system in operation. 

SCHNEIDER IN. COURT. 

After Ofticer Schneider had reported at 
police headquarters aud been taken before 
Police Justice Patterson, witnesses, who 
voluuteered their testimony, said _ that 
McGowan was probably killed by a shot from 
the conductor’s revolyer; that Schneider was 
shooting into another part of the crowd. The 
evidence showed that the attack was precon- 
certed. The mob consisted of several hundred 
men urtder a leader, who gave the signal for 
attack. They were showering stones upon the 
officer, conductor and driver, who were sur- 
rounded and in danger of their lives. Schneider 
began 

SHOOTING OVER THE HEADS OF THE MOB, 
but that did no good. The stones, few all the 
faster. When Schneider’s front teeth were 
knocked out by a stone he fired into the mob 
and wounded two men. Meanwhile the con- 
ductor and driver were shooting also, and the 
fusillade drove the rioters away. They carried 
off two wounded men, but left McGowan be- 
hind, as he was apparently dead. Iie died in 
a few minutes. Upon this evidenco, the officer 
was released and warrants issued for the arrest 
of the conductor and the driver. Eye wit- 
nesses describe the fight of the officer and the 
two street car men with the mob as the 
*“nerviest’”’ they ever heard of. The scene of 
troublo is on the west side of Central park.

The strike on the surface roads was declared 
off tonight. 
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AN ENGINE TURNS OVER, 


And Its Driver Crushed Into a Shapeles-« 
Mass. 

Boston, February 5.—A terrible accident 
occurred shortly after midnight on the Lowell 
railroad, near Prospect Street station, in Som- 
erville, whereby an engineer lost his life and 
a fireman, brakeman and conductor severeiy, 
if not fatally, injured. An eye witness says 
about 12:30 a. m. a locomotive and tender 
passed up the track toward the Arlington 
branch, which it appears was on its way to 
Somerville. The engine, as it passed the 
bridge and neared Winter Hill station, swayed 
back and forth, and then after it had gone a 
short distance, it left the track and 

TOPPLED OVER ON ITS SIDE. 

It was found that the engine had fallen across 
the inward track and a man was pinioned be- 
neath the cab. One of the injured men had 
taken the precaution to light a lantern and set 
it upon the track, but the train came down and 
before it could slow up, collided with the loco- 
motive and drove it ahead toward Cross Street 
bridge, carrying the injured man beneath 
it. When he was taken out he was dead and 
horribly mangled. He_proved to be Engineer 
W. Lankeil, thirty-five years of age. He was 
a native of Montpelier, Vermont. On the lo- 
comotiye wero Fireman Fred Trenham, a 
brakeman named Seers and Charles Cushing, 
a frieght conductor. The fireman and brake- 
man were both seriously injured. The con- 
ductor was badly scalded.

GARRETT'S HEALTH IMPROVING. 


Bat He Will Not Be Fit For Business ina 
Long Time. 

BALTImMoRE, Fobruary 5.—A reporter of the 
Sun returned today from a visit to Ringwood, 
N. J., where he had been sent to ascertain 
the true condition of Robert Garrett's health. 
It was ascertained that while Garrett is still in 
vossession of his faculties most of the time, he 
is still unfit to transact business, and his phy- 
sicians will not permit affairs of that kind to 
be discussed in his presence or hearing. The tide 
in favor of Garrett’s improvement set in with 
the beginning of the year, and it has yet known 
noturn.

A Schoolhouse Wrecked—One Scholar Killed 
and Several Others Injured.

THE FUNERAL OF CROWN PRINCE 
RUDOLPH, 


THE PROCESSION TO THE CHURCH

How the Royal People Were Seated—Em- 
peror Francis Kneels in Prayer—tLast 
Look at the Dead Prince. 

Vienna, February 5.—This city was today 
entirely given over to mourning. All places 
of business were closed and shops throughout 
the city put up their shutters early in the foro- 
noon. Many streets usually bright and 
animated wore edeserted look, the life of the 
town being concentrated around the spot 
where the obsequies of the crown prince were 
held. Thoroughfares leading to the hofburg 
bear ample evidence of the public sorrow. 
Numb@rless emblems of mourning, black flags 
and draperies float from roofs or droop from 
windows, A bust of the crown prince, sur- 


; rounded with flowers, gleam anid the sable 


adornments of balconies. 

: Enormous crowds commenced to assemble 
outside the court chapel at an early hour inthe 
morning. Perfect order prevailed, however, 
in contrast with the disordorof yesterday. The 
admission of the public into the chapel ceased 
at 10 o’clock, when troops barred the streets 
leading to the hofburg. 

A REQUIEM MASS. 

The emperor and empress and crown jfin- 
cess attended a requiem mass in the-oratory of 
the palace, at which the Miserere was sung by 
the court choir. : 

The service was endedat noon. Thechurch 
bells then commenced to toll. The coffin lid 
was fastened at 2u’clock, and the key was 
confided to Prince Hohenlohe as court mar- 
Shal. Soon afterward the gates of the chapel 
were closed, and members of the imperial 
family gathered around the catafalque to take 
alast look of farewell at the remains. The 
imperial guardinthe meantime had taken 
position in the ring, and mourners invited to 
the funeral were arriying. Just before 4 
o’clock, members of the imperial house, who 
had left the chapel, stopped in front of the 
side entrance of Capuchin church, in Kloster 
Gasse, where they were received by Prince 
Hohenlohe; Prince Hunyadi, chief master of 
ceremonies and father guardian, accompanied 
by friends of the community bearing lighted 
tapers. 

THE INTERIOR OF THE CHURCH. 

The imperial party wended their way 
through the cloister to the church. . The inte- 
rior of the church was entirely draped in 
black. The benches and seats were covered 
with sable cloth and the floor was carpeted 
with black. Three rows of benches stretched 
from the entrance along the nave on the left, 
or gospel side, while the rest of the space on 
this side, nearer the high altar, was filled by a 
dais with three rows of priedie. The first row 
was for the emperor and the king and queen 
of the Belgians, and the other two rows for the 
archdukes and archduchesses. 

The catafalque was erected in the middie of 
the church, and was surrounded by massive 
candelebra. Near the catafalque was a tab- 
ouret for Archbishop Ganglbauer, who cele- 
brated a pontifical mass. To the right of the 
main aisle, on the epistle side and opposite the 
imperial dais, were priedie for the use of Mon- 
signor Galimberti, papal nuncio, and other 
bishops. 

THE PROCESSION STARTS. 

On the stroke of four, the’ coftin was lifted 
from the bier, blessed and carried to the funeral 
car. Thecortege then started from the Hof- 
burg. Upon reaching Augustine church, the 
priests assembled there, placed themselves at 
the head of the procession and were followed 
by court and state officials and municipal 
authorities. When the car bearing the body 
arrived at the cloister gates, Emperor Francis 
Joseph and the king and queen ofthe Belgi- 
ans, followed by other mourners, enterel the 
body of the church. Ministers of empire, 
headed by Count Kalnoky, Count Von Taafe, 
and Herr Von Tisza, and accompanied by 
privy councillors, took up pesition to the right 
of the catafalque. Next to them, nearer the 
main entrance, camein orderthe presidents 
and vice-presidents of the reichsrath, Hunga- 
rian diet and provincial committee of lower 
Austria, the burgomasters of Vienna 
and Pesth, delegates of both capitals and 
other deputations. In three rows of 
seats tothe left of the entrance, the chief 
court officials took their places. 

Archbishop Ganglbauer, withthe cathedral 
chapter, awaited the coftin atthe entrance of 
the church and preceded it to the interior. 
Amid solemn silence he blessed the remains, 
sprinkling holy water on the coflin, upon 
which the emperor during the whole kept a 
fixed gazein deep abstraction. Presently the 
thrilling strains of *‘Libera me, Domine,’’ sung 
by the court choir, broke the impressive hush. 
When the choral was over and just as the 
chamberlains were preparing to carry the cof- 
fin to the vault, the emperor, stepping up to 
the bier, 

KNELT IN PRAYER. 

On arising he was joined by Archduke 
Charles, Prince Francis of Este, Prince Leo- 
pold of Bavaria and Prince Philip of Coburg 
and all followed the coffin to the vault, where, 
after a final blessing, Prince Hohenlohe de- 
livered the remains to the charge of the father 
guardian. 

The empress, crown princess, Princess Gisela 
and Archduchess Marie Valerie did not attend 
the funeral, passing the time in prayer within 
the Hofburg. 

Although an enormous number of people 
assembled in the streets to witness the cortege, 
complete order was preserved throughout the 
obsequies, which terminated at about 5o’clock. 

The letter from Rudolph to Lzoegyenyi ex- 
pressing weariness of life, although not dated, 
is known to have been written at Meyerling on 
January 29th. 

The True Story of His Death. 

The Munich correspondent of the Daily 
News says he believes that the following story 
of Crown Prince Rudolph’s death is the true 
one: 

On Tuesday afternoon last a baroness, whose 
name is not given, but who is described as a 
beautiful girl, not tall, rather dark, and of a 
lively disposition, arrived at Meyerling and 
took up quarters in the gamekeeper’s house, 
near the castle. Her presence was known 
only to the gamekeeper and his wife. At 
midnight, when Rudolph had dismissed his 
guests, he visited her. 

The crown prince had been abont an hour in 
the gamekeéper’s house when a forester, equip- 
ped forthe morning’s chase, going to consult 
the gamekeeper, knocked loudly upon the 
door. A window was opened, and a mau 
jumped out and fled. The forester 

FIRED AT THE FUGITIVE, 
who fell and fainted, having been shot in the 
shoulder. He was recognized as the crown 
prince, and the forester hastily summoned 
help and carried him into the gamekeeper’s 
house. The baroness, thinking that Rudolph 
was dead, quickly took something from a 
traveling bag, and before she was noticed, 

FELL DEAD TO THE FLOOR. 

Rudolph revived, and was taken by his own 
orders tothe castle. 
with anxious questions, but Rudolph said: “I 
have fallen, and my nose is bieeding. 
away. Iwish to be alone.”” Rudolph then 
locked the door, and shot himself.

Vienna, February 5.—Several! persons have 
been arrested in cafes here for repeating the 
rumors that Crown Prince Rudolph met hig 
death at the hands of the husband of a woman 
he had betrayed. Two gentlemen who were 
conversing on the subject in loud tones in 
Graben were taken into custody. 

It is asserted that the crown prince, in his 
last letter to his mother, said “I cannot live 
longer.”’ 

DENOUNCING THE PRESS, 

Berci, February 5.—The North German 
Gazette publishes an article in which it se« 
verely denounces those newspapers which 
have circulated rpeorts that the crown prince 
of Austria was slain on account of his relations 
with certain women. 

The Question of Succession. 

3ERLIN, February 5.—Advices from Pesth 
say that the question already engages the anx- 
ious attention of ministers, although no official 
notification respecting the succession will be 
made till the end of the year. The government 
organ, Pesther Lloyd, vaguely suggested yes- 
terday the right of Princess Elizabeth to sue- 
ceed tothe throne. The Vienna press in the 
meantime treats the right of Archdnke Karl 
as incontestable. Austrian politicians share 
in the existing derangement of the publie 
mind. When the(jexcitement abates and a 
clearer vision comes of the result of tudolph’s 
death, it will be seen that it involves the prob- 
ability of a formidable conflict over the succes. 
sion. 

ITALY INTERESTED IN AUSTRIAN SUCCESSION, 

The question of succession to the Austrian 
throne is causing increasing excitement in 
official and diplomatic circles. Papers quote 
an article from the Italia, official journal of 
Signor Crispi, Italian prime minister, declare 
ing that the salic law has been virtually abole 
ished in Austria-Hungary since the pragmatic 
sanction; therefore Crown Prince Rudolph’s 
daughter is heirtothe throne. It is certain 
that Signor Crispi dves not relish the prospect 
of the heir of the duke of Modena, who was 
dispossessed by the action of Italy, should 
he become presumptive heir to the throne of 
Austria. Furthermore, both the Archduke 
Karl and his son Franz are ultra Catholic foes 
of the house of Savoy, and enemies of Italian 
unity, and are ardent allies of the vatican. 
Apart from these enmities, even if class inter- 
ests did not raise the question of succession, it 
would be doubtful if ofticial opinion here would 
maintain the right of Emperor Francis Joseph 
in following a precedent to declare, through 
an act of succession, Princess Elizabeth heirte 
the throne. 
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THE JEFFCKEN INDICTMENT AGALN_- 
Hierr Muckel’s Speech in the Reichstag 
Yesterday. 

PERLIN, February 5.—In the reiclhstag to- 
day, on the third reading of the budget, Herr 
Munckel, progressist. raised the Geficken 
affair, contending that the publication-of the 
indictment against Geffcken, atthe instance 
of Prince Bismarck, was quite incompatible 
with the laws of the empire. 

Von Schelling, the new minister of justice, 
reminded the house how progressist jonrnalg 
had at first clamored for the publication of the 
indictment. Their demands, he said, had not 
influenced the course taken by the government, 
which perceived that it was only by giving 
publicity to the document that the country 
would be enabled to see that there was no ma- 
terial divergence of opinion between the pub- 
lic prosecutorand the imperial tribunal, and 
that the tribnnal regarded the objective exist- 
ence of treason as proved, 

It WAS A STATEMENT OF FACTS. 

Although the document published was 
called an indictment, it was in reality an ob- 
jective statement of facts. The tribunal only 
differed with the new public prosecutor on 
minor points. Ifthere was any flaw in the 
indictment, it was due to there being no law 
to bring them to justice for committing an un- 
exampled breach of truth. 

Von Schelling’s response impressed the 
house with his tact and clearness of expression 
in dealing with such a difficult matter. 
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CLUSERET CONFIRMED 
Asa Member of the Chamber of Deputies— 
Legttime Recognized as President. 

Paris. February 5.—The chamber of depu- 
ties has confirmed the election of M. Cluseret 
asamember‘for Var. It wascharged that 
he was an American citizen, and therefore in- 
eligible to hold ofiice under the Freneh flag. 

Pere Hyacinth has disavowed that he hag 
any leaning toward Boulangism. He com- 
pares Boulanger to Emperor Soloque, of 
Hayti. 

A special meeting of the cabinet was held 
tonight at the ministry of the interior, Premier 
Floquet presiding. It is reported that the 
ministers decided to take active measures for’ 
the repression of Boulangism.

In pursuance of regular 
calls, the subscribers represented in the organ- 
ization paid fifty per cent on their subscribed 
stock, On June 30, 1878, a return was inade to 
the governor, under section 1,467 of the code, 
representing the capital stock paid in as $140,- 
‘40, and containing no statement of the capital 
stock subscribed. No action was taken 
definitely fiximg any aimount as the capital 
stock until January, 1874. when the stock- 
holders, by resolution, declared that it was 
thought best to reduee the stock to full paid 
up stock, that certificates of stock be issued 
for the amount actually paid in, and that the 
capital stock and subscriptions be reduced to 
the amounts actually paid in; providing 
further that the books should be opened for 
additional subscriptions of full paid up stock, 
to remain open until the whole cagital stock 
subscribed should reach the sum of $400,000, 
No certificates of stock were issued 
until after this action. Other returns to 
the gorernur were mace from year to year, 
showing the amount of capital stock as 
gradually increasing to $156,500, then decreas- 
ing to $160,009 on December 51, 1880, when the 
last return was mnade.

Under a bill tiled by the state of 
Georgia in behalf of itself and other creditors, 
the assignees were appointed receivers of all 
the property, etc., assigned to them. They 
brought a bill against the stockholders to col- 
fect the remaining fifty per cent on their sub- 
scriptions, alleging that the resolutions above 
referred to were void, aud that the unpaid 
fifty per cent were assets of the bank which 
passed by the deed of as-ignment, and were a 
fund in equity to be collected and applied to 
the payment of the bank’s debts. To this bill 
creditors of the bank, also, were made parties 
defendant for the purpose of enjoining them 
from proceeding by separate actions against 
the stockholders. It appears that all the debts 
due by the bank have been created since the 
adoption of the resolutions mentioned, and no 
creditor sets up any special claim or equity 
avainst the stockholders: and that no credit 
was given upon the express faith of the origin- 
alstock subscriptions; and no act or state- 
ment of the corporation is shown by whicli it 
has ever, inany manner, sought to mislead the 
mblic as to the real amount of capital stock. 
No publiefty is shown to have been given to 
the subscription list, and so far as is disclosed 
by the record, no creditor Knew what it con- 
tained : 

lield, 1. The resolutions had the effect of 
releasing stockholders, all of them agreeing 
thereto or acauiescing therein, from further 
liability tothe bank itself, and from obliga- 
tions each to the other. Scovilie vs. Thayer, 
105 U. S. 153; Mor.

® Tothe extent of the $200,000, the mini- 
muim capital stock allowed by the charter, 
creditors had a right to presume that the stock 
had been subscribed. The fact alone of the 
commencement of business created that pre- 
stunption; and to that extent the stockholders 
were correctly held to be liable, but beyond 
that amount nosuch presumption arises. Pa- 
per Co. vs. Woples, 3 Woods, 35; Coit vs. N.C.

(a.) The returns required by law to be made 
to the governor and published, were a source 
of information open to every person having 
dealings with the bank. Whether or not they 
amounted to technical notice, they were a 
method by which a diligent person could have 
ascertained the true condition of the corpora- 
tion with which he was about to commence 
dealings. If untrue, they avould have been 
conclusive as to the liability of the bank and 
the stockholders; and it would not be just or 
equitable to consider them of no effect when 
true. Schiey vs. Dixon, 24 Ga. 280. 

(b.) This case affords sirong- grounds for 
holding that the creditors have impliedly 
waived whatever right, if any, they may have 
had to call upon these stockholders. Espe- 
cially is this true as to the state; the same 
officer being charged by law with the duty of 
selecting state depositories and receiving these 
returns Mor. Corp, $20; Kobinson vs. Bidwell ; 
22 Cal. 379: and other authoritie cited. 

(c) The question as to whether or not the 
thirteenth section of the charter of this bank 
created a statutory liability as to stockholders, 
in addition tothat upon tlie subscription, is 
not now before this court. 

3. Holding that the judgment should be 
affirmed, undor the act of 1887, page forty-one,

' The Committce From the Trustees of the University 


Submits Their Report, Which Leadsto an Im- 
portant Resolution Favorable to the Trustees— 
The Board Decides to Hold Reguiar Meetings 
on the First Tuesdays in February, May, August 
and November of Each Year. 

The board of directors of the Georgia experi- 
ment station were in session again yesterday. 

The full board were present. 

On motion of Mr. Rushin, the minntes were 
read and approved, 

Rules and regulations for the government of 
the board were reported and adopted. The 
regular meetings of the board will be held on 
the first Tuesdays in the months of Ferruary: 
May, August and November of each year. 

THE GOVERNOR SPEAKS. 

A resolution was adopted notifying the gov- 
ernor of the organization of the board and in- 
viting him to make any communication to the 
board which he might think proper. 

Governor Gordon appeared before the board 
and was cordially received. u 

He made a brief speech. He spoke of the 
important interests entrusted to the board of 
directors of the GeOdrgia experiment farm. 
This station would be of great value to the 
farmers of the state. It would give them the 
power to ascertain, by practical experiment, 
the different kinds of crops which are best 
adapted to the soil and climate of al) portions 
of the state, and to show the valueofthe dif- 
ferent crops raised upon the lands of the state 
in a scientific as well as a practical way. 

‘The duties dévolving upon the board were 


| as important as those devolving upon any ofti- 


cer in the state, and he wassatisfied that this 
board of directors would have the courage and 
the patriotism to discharge their duties to the 
whole people of Georgia. 

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES’ COMMITTEE. 

Ex-Governor H. D. McDaniel and Hon. 
Henry W. Grady, of the commiitee from the 
trustees of the state university, submitted: a 
report in accordance with the resolution of 
Mr. Peek adopted on Monday. The report 
stated that the sum of #5,500 was necessary to 
fill the contracts made in good faith by the 
representatives of the trustees of the uniyer- 
sity before the passage of the Calvin bill. 

After this report had been submitted, owing 
tothe absence of Attorney General Clifford 
Anderson, the board, by resolution, requested 
Governor Gordon to furnish them with com- 
po legal advice as to whether or not the 

ward had the right to allow the trustees of the 
university to nse any of the appropriation of 
$7,500 due April Ist and July Ist, 1880, to carry 
out contracts so made. 

In pursuance of this request the Hon. N. J. 
Hammond and Judge James T. Nisbet came 
before the board and gave their legal opinion 
in reference to the question, which will be 
found appended to the following resolution, 
introduced by Professor H. C. White: 

VERY IMPORTANT RESOLUTIONS, 

Resolved, That this board of directors authorizes 
the governor of Georgia to pay to the board of con- 
trol of the experimental station. established before 
the passage of the act of the general assembly, ap- 
proved December 29th, 1588, venerally known asthe 
Calvin bill, the snm of $5550. or so much thereof as 
may be necessary to liquidate the contracts made 
to carry on the work of such station eniered into 
before said date, as specified in the paper filed with 
the board this day by the committee of said board 
of control: such amount to be paid owt cf funds r>- 
ceived from the general government under the 
Hatch act. 

Resolvea 2. That the board of trusices of the uni- 
versity of Georgia be and are hereby notified in ac- 
cordance with section 8th of the act aforesaid, that 
any or all purchase of apparatu:, etc., made by 
them with moneys drawn under the Hatch bill orthe 
act amendatory thereof, by. reason ofan executive 
order from the governor ot the state of date June 
14, 1888, shall be subject to the order of this board to 
be used by it, in furtherance of the provisions ot 
said act. 

Resolyed 3. That the seeretary of this board 
furnish to the ,secretary of the board of 
trustees of the state university. andfto his excellency, 
the governor, each, acopy of these resolutions, to- 
gcther with a copy of theitemized statement men- 
tioned in resolution first.

Mr. Ryals introduced the following resolu- 
tions which were adopted. 

Ordeied, That pursuant to section 9 of an act of 
the general assembly entitled “An act to establish 
in this state an experiment station,’’ approved De- 
cember 29, 1888, his excellency, the governor, be 
authorized and requested to draw the installment 
which, under an gct of congress entitled “An act to 
establish azricultural stations,” approved March 2, 
1887, and the acis of congress supplementary there- 
to, will be due the state of Georgia om the 1st day of 
April, 1589, and deposit the same in the state treas- 
ury as a special fund to the credit and subject to 
the order of this board. 

Ordered further, That acopy of this and of the 
foregoing order, duly attested by the president and 
secretary of this board, be transmitted to his ex- 
cellency, the governor, and to the honorable secre- 
tary Of the treas:ry of the United States,

In his petition Mr. Campbel! says: 

“That the said defendants lLeretofore, towit, 
on the 11th day of September, 1838, at the 
junction of Peachtree and J’ccatur streets, in 
the city of Atlanta, state and county aforesaid, 
with force and arms, assaulted petitioner, and 
then and there gave and struck petitioner a 
great inary violent blows and _ strokes, 
on and about divers parts of his body, to-wit, 
on his neck, head, shoulders, arms and chest, 
thereby infli¢ting on petitioner various, sorious 
and deep bruises and wounds and then and 
there and thereby knocking petitioner 
and throwing him prostrate on the hard pave- 
nent, and then and thereby rendcring peti- 
tioner unconscious; and after was so knocked 
down and prostrated and rendered uncon- 
scious, defendants continued to beat, bruise 
and wound him by his beard and dashed him 
against the pavement and dragged him out on

the sidewalk by his beard, and then and there |

continued to beat and bruise petitioner until 


interferred with by the bystanders. 

“Defendants in beating, bruising and wound- 
ing peti@oner as aforesaid had and used fists, 
sticks and sharp instruments to petitioner un- 
known.’ 

Mr. Campbell says that he was struck on the 
right eye and that organ was rendered entirely 
useless for a considerable time, and he will 
never recover the full use of it. The left eye, 
he says, has been injured through sympathy. 
He continues: 

‘Petitioner further shows that the said place 
where defendants assaulted and beat him as 
aforesaid, was then and there a very public 
place in the heart of said city of Atlanta, and 
the wrongs inflicted upon him _ by defend- 
ants were in the presence and view 
of many of the good citizens 
of the state. Said defendants were all young 
and able-bodied men, and your petitioner was 
small, infirm and some 58 years of age.’’ 

One of the defendants, Burton Smith,whom 
petitioner knew, approached near where peti- 
tioner stood, and attracted his attention, and 
as petitioner turned his face towards said 
Smith, another of the defendants, T. C. Jack- 
son, Whom petitioner did not know, came up 
unnoticed by petitioner on his side opposite 
to where said Smith was, and began the at- 
tack upon peiltioner, by means of which said 
aeveral premises your petitioner was then and 
there greatly hurt, 

Mr. Campbell states that he has suffered 
great pain of body and anguish of mind ever 
since the assault, and has been unable to at- 
tend to business. He closes his petition with 
the assertion that he has been damaged $25,000 
worth by the defendants. 

The suit was brought by Colonel E. 
Broyles as attorney for Mr. Campbell.
